RSPORT OK THR PrSSIDKNT, O. H. RK- 
ORNSIIURG. 

Ladies and Genilemcn, Membtrs of the 
Illinois Association of the Deaf : — We are 
pasiing throuifb an era of unprecedented 
progperity, and as I took down upon this 
large gathering I wish to congratulate yuu 
for your share of contribution to the 
country's and State's prosperity. This 
gnthenng, if I mistake not, is ttie largest 
in the history of our Association, and it is 
an honor highly appreciated by nie to 1)e 
calletl ui>on to preside over it. It is but 
natnral to expect so large a rei)resentntive 
gathering, for we meet this time with a un- 
ity of purpose and aim. Reunions and an 
exchange of friendly greetings chiefly 
characterize<I our meetings in the past, but 
with the launching of the Home project, 
we have all become partners in a business 
enterprise that will require your close ap- 
plication and attention to business for 
many years to come. Our new charter 
transforms our Association into a vast cor- 
poration of which you are the stockholders. 
Therein lies the advantage. A single twig 
is readily snapped, but many twig.s bun- 
dled together do not give way so readily. 
As bundle<l-bound twigs, tiierefore, we 
must stand and act together for a common 
interest or divided we shall fall. 

We shall continue to pre.serve those 
pleasant siile features-— our reunions, and it 
IS fortunate that hy a new arrangement, 
our Association for the first time meets 
jointly with the Illinois Alumni Associa- 
tion, and I hope that this arrangement 
may be continue<l in the future. We 
would thus be assured of a large and re- 
presentative gathering. 

It was in April, 1906, when a formal re- 
quest was receive<l by the Executive Board 
from Mr. C. C. Coalman urging a jxistpane- 
nient of the meeting from 1907 to this year, 
In order to encourage attendance to the 
convention of the Na'ional Association at 
JnnicNtown in the summer of 1907. Since 
almost our entire membership is found on 
the roster of the National Association, and 
believing our own Slate's interests to be of 
sccoiKlary im|>ortance to those of the Na- 
tional A.SBociation, the Itoard t(H>k upon 
itself the responsibility of making the 
IxjNtponement. This was not done until 
due notice was given through the press 
and not a single protest was received. We 
were guided by a precedence, as the Con- 
stitution and lly-Laws on this point are 
vaeue. The postponement happily en- 
ables us to meet jointly with the Alumni 
Association when separate meetings would 
have probably proved detrimental to the 
utleniiancc at both. 

In May, 1905, the Executive Hoard at the 
request of the Committee on the Home 
project applied to the Secretary of State 
for a charter that would also )ierinit us to 
ai-quii ity, control and maintain a 

Honi ^gcd and Infirm Deaf, and, 

as H >... |.. .i..iiiin, transact business. To 
avoid the pitfalls of an imperfectly drawn 
charter and subsecjuent local entangle- 
ments, Mr. Oscar Vaught was eniployen as 
attorney. The expense including fees 
were II15 This amount Mr. Vauglit gra- 
ciously turne<l over to the Home Fund. 

Upon the failure of the As.sociation at its 
meeting to appoint a Committee to 
publish its proceedings, I therefore ap- 
pointe<l Mr. Cleary, Mr. Hnseiistnb and 
Miss Roper. The low state of our liiiances 
an<l the high bids reccivc<l for tlic print- 
ing, delayed the the work until the Fall of 
19116. Appende<l to the work is the pre- 
liminary rrport of the Committee on the 
Home project. The total cost of the 
printing, including postage for mailing 
copies to meniliers was ^4, which was 
ordcre<l paid. 

Upf>n orderti received at the last meet- 
ing, copies of Mr. R. P. McGregor's V»f\ 
St. l,ouis ad<lress were mailed to ninny 
persons without any extictise to us, through 
the courtesy of the Advance, the a<l<lrc»8 
apjiearing in the issue of May, 1906.

owing to the unusually heavy diaius in- 
curred by the Charter, legal and current 



expenses, expenses of the Home Com- 
mittee antl those of the Home Treasurer, 
and printing the proceeilings, while our 
receipts from memDership dues have been 
very light. The last convention left us 
with the low membership of 61, and the 
annual dues have not been promptly met 
by the memljers. The legal limit of ar- 
rears as provided by our Ctmstitution ex- 
pires at this meeting, and I would urge all 
those in arrears to avail themselves of this 
final opportunity or be debarred from 
further participation until they have re- 
newed their applications in addition to 
paying all arrears. The meml)ership fee 
IS %i and annual dues 50 cents. Every 
deaf resident of the State who has any in- 
terest in the social, industrial and intel- 
lectual advancement of the deaf, or whose 
heart beat.s for the cause of sweet charity — 
for .such is the object of the Home — 
should join. We of the older generation 
are eager to receive into membersliip, (mr 
younger brethren and willingly extend to 
them the "glad hand." To those who 
never have been members, let me re])eat 
that no special invitation is necessary and 
that the usefulness of our As.sociation will 
be increaseil with their addition. I \qoV 
forward to the time when with a large 
membership, our financial resources will 
be so ample that we may follow the ex- 
ample of our neighbors in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, and turn over a large 
surplus to the Home at every meeting. 

The incorporation of the Association 
brings before us a need for reform and 
changes in our Constitution and Hy-Laws. 
The new condition of things require 
among other provisions a Board of 1 rus- 
tees for the Home. That the work might 
be expedited at this meeting and at the 
same time carefully considered in advance, 
the Board of Directors was inspired to ap- 
point an advisory committee on provision 
and draft the proiK>8ed changes. This 
committee is composed of Messrs. Cleary, 
Gray and George, who, I l>elieve, are ready 
to report. 

My personal experience as a member of 
the la.st three Executive Hoards recalls the 
occasional friction, much delay and un- 
neces.sary corresiiondence, occasioned by 
the vague constitutional limitation defin- 
iujg the power of the Board. The Con- 
stitution should be amended to give the 
Board discretionary power in the absence 
of jwsitive instructions, to print proceed- 
ings, to take a mail vote on que.stions of 
postponement, or of time and place of 
riolding meetings. 

We have cau.se for congratulation that 
through the efforts of our energetic gov- 
nor, Charles S. Breen, our State institu- 
tions are under Civil Service rule. The 
regime of the politician over the State 
Sciiool for the Deaf is apparently at an 
end, and no longer "to the victors belong 
the spoils." iTnder the requirements 
of the new law, the teachers and other 
employes are not to be electe<l every year 
as lias been done, but are to hold their 
]>ositions .so long as they ren<ler eflicient 
and faithful service. This will increa.se 
the efficiency of the school force and will at- 
tract more university men and women to 
the profession of teaching, from which 
they have refraine*! from applying. There 
is some disappointment — notably in the 
omission of a like provision for the reten- 
tion and protection of the management, 
without which the good intentions of the 
law coulil be nullified, but our legislature 
makes haste slowly and no doubt such 
discrepancies will be remeilied in time. 
At present the Civil Service law of the 
State is being given an impartial trial, and 
let us hope that the school and the man- 
agement will no longer be selected and 
made the bone of contention between 
political parties, to the detriment of the 
cause of e<lucation of the deaf. 

It was refreshing news, coining as it did 
after the awful sjiock due to sensational 
charges circulate<l throughout the country 
of mismangcmenl and abuses existing in 
several of our State institutions, notably the 
Lincoln A.sylum for I'ecble-Minded Chil- 
dren, to learn that there was very little 
foundation in the charges, and that upon 
further investigation the pleasing revela- 
tion was disclosed that the finest appoint- 
ed in.stitntion in the Slate is our own 
Alma Mater, now ably tnanagc<l by 
Superintendent C. P. Gillett, who, like his 
beloved father, has spent many years in 
close association with the deal. It is 
therefore with mortification and huiuilia- 
tioti that we must see this noble institution 
slill classified with those for the care of 
the insane, the idiot and criminal. It is a 
pity and a shame that our iieetls shoulil lie 
discussed at the State Charity Conference 
last Fall in the same breath along with these 
choice subjects; — " Neeils of the Jails," 
" Education of the Public Regarding the 
Insane," " Work for Deficient Children," 
"The Wards of the SUite," "Bridge- 
well," Model Penitentiary," " I'ulilic 
Care of the Poor." Sandwiched between 
this formidable array of inspiring subjects 
there was a public exhibition of deaf chil- 
dren from our school. It might have been 
tt discouraging object lesson to these chil- 
(iren, if in keeping with this there had 
been given alongside an exhibition of 
nuxlel prisoners, of defective children or 
of insane people. The effort, therefore, 
under o liill before the ]irescnt legislature, 
to unite still closer the Ixiiids of all penal 
and charitable institutions of the State 
under one board of control, is an acknow- 
ledgment that our school for the ilcof is 
still an " o-sylum " and a charitable insti- 
tution. At present we have our own 
hoard of trustees, but this Board in turn is 
govcrne<l by the State Hoard of Charities, 
so in a sense this si:hool is not re^janled us 
an educational institution, as its name 
would imply, but as a charitable ii'istitu- 
lion. Our State TTiiiversity at Cbamplaiti, 
and our several State normal schools have 
each llieir own set of trustees, but owing 
no allcgioucc to the Hoard of ChariVics, 
they are known as educatio'ini m.^tiinlions. 
It is an honor to receive a ■ ui the 

State University, but und< 1 '\\\ con- 

ditions it is little less than a disgrace to be 
a graduate of our "asylum." It will be 
impossilile to disabuse the public mind 
that our school is not an " asylum," that 



we are not "dummies," until the legis- 
lature should place our school among the 
educational iii.stitutions. A concerted ef- 
fort should be made to induce our law- 
makers to place our school on the .same 
plane of equality with the State Universi- 
ty and normal schools. Wlien this has been 
accomplished, I prophesy that our grad- 
uates will no longer go down to their 
graves " unwept, iiiilionore<l oiid unsung." 
All inspiring impetus was given to the 
deaf of the country recently by the ap- 
pointment of a deaf gentleman as a trustee 
of the Kentucky School. This achieve- 
ment was won by the concerted efforts of 
the Alumni of that school. Why not we 
too start out and try to win the .same re- 
cognition for one of our alumni on the 
Board of our own Alma Mater f At one 
time the Blind School at Jacksonville had 
its own blind representative, and if this 
precedent is put before the candidates at 
the coming gubernatorial election we 
should be reasonably successful. Gov. 
Deneen once gave this matter serious 
thought, and went so far as to make per- 
sonsl inquiries, but not being pushe<l, the 
matter was droppe<l. 

The recent correspondence with the U. 
S. Civil Service Commission and President 
Roosevelt conceruing civil service employ- 
ment of the deaf is a motter still fresh in 
your mind and upon which I need not long 
dwell. The united efforts made by the 
deaf associations, superintendeuts of the 
State schools, and individuals, under the 
lead of President Ve<litz of the National 
As.sociation, to secure a reversal of the rul- 
ing debarring the deaf from civil service 
examination failed in its purpose, but it is 
evident from the determination of Presi- 
dent Veditz that the incident will not re- 
main closed. The decision of the Com- 
mission was bused upon purely arbitrary 
grounds, — though they claim a desire to 
spare the few who pas.se<I the di.sappoint- 
luent that would inevitably ensue from the 
refusal of department heads to certify 
them. The effect of such ruling may be 
far-reaching. If State and Muncipal Civil 
Service Commissions should adopt the 
same tactics, it will prevent the deaf from 
ever rising alK)ve menial employment and 
place them on a par with coiiinion street 
lalxjrei-s. Brains and efficiency are placed 
at a <liscoiint. Instead of progression we 
have here retrogression, aiui this in an en- 
lightened country whose grandest prin- 
ciples are liberty, equality and fraternity. 
The deaf ask for no sympathy, no favors, 
but solely for justice and due recognition 
of their rights and abilities. I heartily re- 
coinmend the appointment of a special 
committee to second any additional efforts 
that may lie made by the National Associa- 
tion in this matter. 

The idea of e.stublishiug a national 
federation of the deaf has been a fruitful 
source of discussion. The National Asso- 
ciation appointed a committee composed 
of men who have had experience*! deal- 
ings with associations of the deaf, who are 
to reiKirl 011 the feasibility of forming one 
federation out of the many a.s.sociatioiis. 
I have the honor of being a memlier of 
this fotninittee, and the plan that is now 
being drafted I am almost conlidcnt will 
with but few minor changes be found 
satisfactory and successful. In view of 
the po8.sibility thai the meeting of the 
National Association of the Deaf ot Colo- 
rado Springs in 1910 is to be the pivotal 
point in its career, I would suggest that 
the next Boanl of Directors of our Associa- 
tion be enipowereil to confer with the Na- 
tional Association and be granted ade- 
quate pqwer to enter into any agreement 
for a national fc<leration that should be 
adopted at the Colorado meeting. 

There is aiiollier matter of which I must 
needs speak. The constant publicotioii of 
misleading and offensive odvertisements of 
wonderful cures for deafness is a .serious 
menace to our community, endangering 
the health of those who give these alleged 
remedies a trial. There is hardly a .single 
iiiaga/.ine or newspaper published nowa- 
days that doe.s not offer more than one 
way of effecting a cure. Some quacks 
advertise patent me<licinal comixMiiuls and 
others little instruments to be inserted in 
the ears. There are ear surgeons also 
who are no lietter than quacks, whose 
ignorant tampering with the delicate anil 
sensitive orgntis of the ear cause facial 
paralysis and other injuries. Not one out 
of a hundred of these remedies is worth a 
trial. Thousands of ovcrcre<lulous people 
have spent their hard-earned cusli in nil 
endeavor to etTect a jiartial cure, but we 
have yet to hear of a single succes.»iful case. 
The organs of the ear are the least uudcr- 
stootl of the human frame. Where there 
is the slightest hope for recovery a re.spon- 
sible ear specialist should be consulte*!. 
It seems to me that owing to the great in- 
crea.sc in the numlier of these advertise- 
ments that the time is now rii)e for us to 
protest against them, either through the 
vStnte Hoartl of Health or through the 
legislature. There sboulil be no difficulty 
to pass laws that woul<l put an end to such 
practices. Such noted magazines as the 
Luilies' Home Journal and Collier's Week- 
ly have put a ban on this clu-ss of adver- 
tisements, and it is possible we might se- 
cure their co-operation in a catn|iaign of 
publicy. Thousands of parents of deaf 
children could be effectively reachcil 
through them. I would urge tiie apjioint- 
nient of a committee to carry on a cain- 
]migii of suppression. 

A few years ago, when the odult deaf of 
Chicago were lighting for the udoiitioii of 
the Coiiibine<l System in the local day 
schools for the deaf. Miss Marion Wash- 
tnirii, a woman loljbvist who has arroye*! 
herself with legislation opposed to the 
State Institution at Jack.sonville, used as 
an effective aiguiiieiit Dr. Hell's old 
theory of hereditary deafness, and even the 
l>rcsriice of that grand old man, Dr. \'.. M. 
Gnlliiudet, at the meeting of the Chicago 
lloanl of Education, was not sufficient to 
overcome the belief in this fallacious 
theorv. The daily ptti)er8 have l>eeii more 
or less active in recent years in rejuvenat- 
ing the theory, and to counteract the harm 
done, the National As,sociation has ap 



prohibiting intermarriage among deaf- 
mutes, have since deiiie<V any connection 
with this movement. The harm done at 
Chicago bj' Miss Washburn is a warning 
that we must be alive to combat the pro- 
paganda, and to this end we should take 
steps to disseminate the valuable conclu- 
sions reached Dr. E. A. Pay, after an ex- 
haustive research into nearly 4,400 mar- 
riages. In a former address Dr. Pay 
says : — 

** Marriage in which both of the partners arc deaf 
seem not to be more liable t(» result in deaf off- 
sprinff than marriages in whicli one partner is deaf 
and the other a hearinf; person. This result was 
surprising, lor one would naturally expect the 
liability to deaf offspring was greater where both 
parents were deaf than where one was deaf and the 
other a hearing person, and the deaf have been of- 
ten adviced to marry hearing partneni in order to 
escape deaf offspring. In my statistics the percent- 
age of deaf children was even greater where (»ne 
parent was deaf and the other hearing fg.8 peiccni)

For nearly a decade the Pas-a-Pas Club, 
of Chicago, under the leadership of Dr. 
Dougherty, has been trying to have the 
Conibinetl System of instruction for the 
deaf used in the Chicago Day Scluwls for 
the Deaf. After many efforts it succeedetl 
in having the local Board of FMucation 
pass an order giving the system a fair 
trial. The principal of these schools has 
cleverly fru.strated all attempts to carry out 
the order. This princiiial, who jxises in 
the character of a benevolent and charitable 
person, has ever been a thorn in the flesh 
of the educatetl deaf, refusing all appeals 
to meet or discuss the matter with them. 
She has worked solely for the advance- 
ment of the Pure Oral Method, establish- 
ing a private oral school, a normal train- 
ing sch(x>l fojT oral instruction, and has 
resorted to unfair means, after failing to 
be appointetl Superintendent of the State 
School, to impair the usefulness and 
elBclency of this school, where the Com- 
bine<l System flourishes. About a half 
dozen years ago, the legislature passed a 
certain bill at her bebe.st, encouraging the 
establishiuent of day schools in the larger 
cities of the State by offering as a royalty 
the annual salary of I150 for each pupil, 
to be paid out of the State Treasury. The 
bill was so artfully (lrafte<l that it made 
these schools hotlieds for Pure Oralism as 
well as to discourage attendance at the 
State School. For two or three years 
these tlay .schools flourislieil in a numlier 
of the northern cities, when suddenly the 
legislature, evidently for some gootl cause, 
rejiealed the obnoxiofls measure. Dr. 
Dougherty and I were approached anil 
urged to save it, but we declined and, in- 
stead, personally advise<l the governor to 
sign the rejieal measure, which was 
promptly done. These .schools had been 
used only as blinds to fatten private j>oc- 
kets at the expense of the public, investi- 
gation di.sclosing the fuel that these schools 
had been packed with children slightly 
hard of hearing, who wouUl not lie clas.si- 
fied with the deaf or semi-mute. This same 
condition is said tti exist to some extent in 
the Chicago Day Schools, ami a few years 
ago a personal canvas showed nearly ten 
percent of the enrollment to !>« made up 
of pupils who would have been refusetl ad- 
mission at any State School on the ground 
they could hear well enough to attend 
schools for the liearing-8j>eaKiig. It is 
usually from this class of pupils that " Liv- 
ing Exhibits" are selected and palmed off 
on the unsuspecting public as wonderful 
products of the oral method. In carrying 
on this caiii])aign for the Combined System 
it was necessary to summon the presence 
of Dr. v.. M. Gallaudet, Kx-Superinten- 
dent Swiler, Superintendent S. T. Walker, 
and other prominent educators of the 
(leaf. Trips were made to .Springfield by 
Rev. Mr. Hasenstab and myself to meet 
the legislative committee. Including 
printing and tlistiibiiting literature, the 
expense has lieeii i>ver j.soo, which the 
Pas-a-Pas Club ami its members mostly 
met, other aid being received from the Na- 
tional A.ssociation and a few local organiza- 
tions and individuals. Dr. Dougherty 
needs assistants to keep up the fight, and I 
would suggest that the State Association 
offer him its co-operation through a com- 
mittee appoiiite<l for the purpose. We 
should also accumulate a general fund 
distinct from the Home Fund! In combat- 
ing public fallacies, correcting wilful mis- 
representslious, in securing legislative ac- 
tion on desiretl lines, money will be neetlcil, 
and your present income from ineinliersliip 
fees is utterly inadequate. The surplus 
income from such a fund could always go 
to the Home. Minnesota has a Jj.ixjo 
fund, and New York, I uuderttaod, has 
f3,txx-). 

I regret having taken very much of your 
time, nut liefore ct>iicluding I ilesire to add 
a word or two anent the Home project 
which we have started since our la.st meet- 
ing and which is on a fair way to realiza- 
tion. We are all conscious of the fact that 
our State Sch(X>l affonls us a su^ierior in- 
tellectual and industrial e<lucation, which 
we are expectetl to utilize in making 
honorable, self-respecting antl self-suojiort- 
iiig citiLons of ourselves. And yet a mis- 
conceived impres-sioii prevails in certain 
(piorters that, endowed 'with these ble.ssed 
advantages, there would seems to be no 
need of establi.sliing the H>>ine. We have 
no thought of establishing the Home pri- 
marily for ourselves, but for those; who have 
not had the atlvnntni'i-s thii virliiiv.- Hut 
even so, we might ■ <-rty 

and misfortune .spill. . ;i(etl 

not the ignorant. We are all creatures of 
circumstance, and a man's successor fail- 
ure in life may often ilcoend as much or 
even more ujxin his environment than up- 
on his education. Fresh evident-e of our 



that Missouri has receutly started to follow 
in our footsteps. Once she vote<l against 
our proposition for a central home. Then 
her people did not consider one needed. 
In the march of events, however, it is no 
longer a theory, but a condition that con- 
fronts her. Our own enthusiasm evident- 
ly is contagious. It took us but eleven 
months to get our project thoroughly un- 
tler way, an unparalleled record, of which 
we have reason to be proud. We shall 
watch the progress)of our sister State's earn- 
est efforts with gladness of heart and with 
hopefulness that her patience antl per- 
sistency may win. May God bless and 
speed both her work ami ours !

Ill the present case the authority 
appealed to bt>gins with Moses and 
ends with Heibert Spencer. He has 
four Americans in his list — Frank- 
lin, Lincoln, Emerson, John Fiske. 
Besides Spencer there are from the 
British Isles Milton, Shakespearo, 
Bacon. Cromwell and Newton. 
There is but one Frenchman 
— Napoleon — among the twenty- 
flve, unless Charlemagne is accepted 
as a Frenchman ; the Germans are 
represented by Beelhoven and 
(4<i«tho; the Italians by Dante, 
Leonardo da Vini*; and Galileo. 
Rome contributes Julius and Au- 
gustus Cro-sar, and Gre«ce, or the 
Greeks, Homer, Aristotle, Pericles, 
Plato and Archimedes 

Such lists are interesting when 
they are made up bj' intelligent 
people, chiefly beca'iseof the diver- 
sity of opinion they exhibit. That 
any man should be a court of last 
resort when the range is so large 
and the standards are so mixed is, 
of course, absunl. Only as re- 
gards a very few names is the judg- 
ment that of time proclaiming the 
opinion of all mankind, and what 
time is held to decree may be the 
subject of debate. But the thing 
we would note particularly in the 
published list, is the relatively large 
representation in it of the English 
and Americans. It is a safe guess 
that a Frenchman or (ronnan or an 
Italian or a Spanianl wonUi m>t 
have been so absorbed in Anglo- 
American claims as our authority, 
who is of old American stock going 
back to the English origin. Nation- 
al pride exerci8«»s some inflnenoe 
over a choice, and also the familiar- 
ity that comes from a common 
history anil a common speech 
Much dei>ends upon the nature of 
one's interests, whether, for ex- 
ample, they are litefary or jwlitical, 
religious or stnentiflc. To satisfy 
all judges by the inclusion of their 
favorites, the twenty-tlve would 
have to be multiplied many times.

The German fletach- 
m<^nt with a brass band af their 
head presently marched out and 
ihe battalion leading they passed 
inl,o the lioys' yard. The Germans 
lined u[) in -front of Company C as 
the flag <!onipany, while their band 
played "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner," and "America," out of re- 
spect to the United States. By 
way of relurning the compliment 
thei fndd music played " Der WachI 
am Rhein," a patriotic Gfwinan air. 
Staff Captain Mipkins with two 
German officers went to the side of 
the school building where Mr. 
Spanner stood conspicuously dress- 
ed in the German sharpshooting uni- 
form, an'l wearing several medals 
Th<\v escorted him lo thf^ center of 
llm detachment wliihj the flfdd 
miisie played "Hail to the Chief." 
The whole contingent was soon 
again in motifin, the cadets escort- 
ing the Germans back to tho inn, 
ainl left th(Mii there. The reason 
for all this was that a shooting 
match is hehl every year by the .So- 
ciety, and the one who gels the 
higher number of points in a given 
numtier of shots is chosen Shooting 
King for the space of one year. 
Ah a reward, he is given a gold 
medal, studded with a number of 
v<^ry flue jewfds, and f^ngravod u{)- 
on it is the inscription "Scheulzen 
KofMiig." 

This Is the first time any one be- 
longing to the Inslitution has car- 
ried off th(r honors, and we have 
every reason to feel [iroud of it.

Each a.ssocia- 
tion will have lo exercise its own 
judgment in the matter in the light 
of development* and decide accord- 
ingly as our Society is endeavoring 
to do. 

If one plan of federation fails 
others can be devised, and one may 
finally be found satisfactoiy ; but we 
believe that the less complex plan 
will give the greater satisfaction.

It Is proposed lo create a memorial 
lo thelfiteRev. Thomas Gnllaudet, 
]).D., by tho erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Doftf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, jast west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
t,lie silent peoples. Dr. Gallandet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for " The Gallan- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be al)out $:3U,00U, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heattily endorse the memorial.
